Emmy  Lou's  experience  reminded  me  of  an  article  I  read  recently,  called 
"Every  Cnild  l^eeds  a  playroom.  " 

"Practically  every  house  has  space  which  it  may  utilize  as  play  space,  if  Mother 
and  Father  will  realize  the  importance  of  doing  so",   says  this  article.  "If 
you  are  planning  a  house,  he  sure  to  plan  a  playroom  for  the  children.     If  you 
already  nave  a  house,  see  if  you  can't  find  a  way  to  turn  over  to  them  a  room 
for  play.     Happy. is  the  family  whose  house  boasts  an  attic.     We  would  net  take 
away  one  modem  convenience,  but  if  you  are  building,  add  to  the  virtue  of  the 
new,  the  old-fashicned  blessing  of  an  attic.     Eor  here,  in  the  storage  room, 
amont  old  trunks  and  boxes,   is  an  ideal  place  for  the  children's  playroom.  Here 
doll  parties  or  circuses  or  hide-and-seexc  or  what  not,  need  never  give  way  to 
adult  activities.    Here  is  the  place  to  do  all  the  things  that  "maKe  a  mess"  cr 
too  much  noise,  and  are  generally  impossible  anywhere  else. 

"To  build  an  attic,  or  turn  over  the  attic  already  built,  to  the  older  cnild 
whose  habits  have  been  formed  in  the  maddening  crowd  would  be  a  tragic  joite.  The 
attic  playhouse  should  precede  the  kindergarten.     The  baby  should  grow  up  under 
its  enchantment.     The  divisions  of  the  attic,  made  by  gables  or  dormer  windows, 
maxe  it  easier  to  teach  "hands  off"  than  when  the  only  line  of  demarkat ion  is  an 
imaginary  one,     The  little  girl's  dolls  should  be  separated  from  her  brother's 
toys,  and  each  snould  be  taught  to  respect  the  property  and  privacy  of  the  ether. 

"The  cost  of  the  attic  is  an  important  item,  but  where  there  are  children,  worth 
exceeds  cost.     If  built  with  plenty  of  windows,  and  a  safe,  comfortable  stairway, 
it  can  serve  the  playroom  purpose  for  many  years  while  the  children  are  growing 
up.     Every  child  should  have  a  little  nooK  for  his  own  possessions,  one  that  can 
remain  absolutely  undisturbed.    Here,  where  no  grown-up  is  to  intrude  or  dictate, 
he  can  keep  his  "things,"  emblems  of  battle,  tokens  of  sentiment,  specimens  of 
nature,  or  anything  dear  to  his  heart. 

"Here  too  is  a  place  of  seclusion  where  a  cnild  may  read.    Here,  unmolested,  he 
has  a  chance  to  live  and  feel  with  the  characters  who  people  the  pages  of  his 
book.    He  can  laugh  fr  cry  in  sympathy,  without  having  an  intruder  from  another 
world  catch  him  teary-eyed. 11 

To  get  bacK  to  Emmy  Lou,  and  her  trip  to  the  city  —  she.  says' thai  embroidered 
crashes  are  being  shown  among  the  new  drapery  materials.     These  have  designs 
woven  into  the  crash,  to  simulate  crewel  embroidery,  Hindu,  Spanish,  and  Italian 
needlework.    This  material  is  being  used  for  bed  covers,  sunroom  draperies,  slip 
covers,  beach  coats,  and  pillows. 

Emmy  Lou  bought  some  loosely-woven,  soft  wool  blamcets  while  she  was  on  her  shop- 
ping tour.     Sne's  making  over-all  suits  of  the  blankets,  to  Keep  the  baby  warm 
while  he  ta^ces  his  nap  out  of  doors,  after  lunch. 

51  saw  some  of  the  garments,  made  up,"  said  Emmy  Lou,  "They  are  made  in  a  one- 
piece  pajama  patern,  and^button  down  the  front,  to  make  it  easy  for  the  child  to 
dress  himself.    The  drop  seat  is  fastened  with  four  buttons.    The  children  wear 
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these  suits  over  their  underwear  and  stockings.     To  Keep  their  neads  warm,  on 
cold  days,  they  also  wear  hoods  made  of  the  same  material,  and  lined  with 
sateen  to  keep  the  wool  from  irritating  the  skin 

"If  the  child  sleeps  out  at  night,  he  may  wear  such  suits  over  his  pajamas. 
The  garment  next  to  the  s.cin  should  be  of  smoother  and  less  scratchy  material. 
Knitted  sleeping  garments  are  recommended,  because  they  are  elastic,  and  do 
not  hamper  the  child's  movements,"  concluded  Emmy  Lou. 

Emmy  Lou  invited  me  to  stay  for  dinner,   and  I  stayed.     Her  menu  was  so  good 
tnat  I  asiced  her  permission  to  broadcast  it.     Everybody  have  a  pencil?  Wait 
till  Mrs.  JenKins  finds  her  pencil  —  like  as  not  Junior  has  carried  it  off  to 
school.     Here  we  go:  Eried  Oysters:  Potatoes  in  Tomato  Sauce;  Cold  Slaw;  Corn- 
bread;  and  Grapefruit. 

I  shall  give  you  the  recipe  for  Potatoes  in  Tomato  Sauce  —  a  very  good  way 

to  cook  old  potatoes,  and  also  a  very  good  way  to  ma*ce  them  seem  different,  now 

that  they  are  so  plentiful.     Six  ingredients,  for  Potatoes  in  Tomato  Sauce: 

2  cups  potatoes,  sliced  2  tablespoons  butter 

1  small  onion,  sliced  1  teaspon  salt,  and  a 

1-1/2  cups  canned  tomatoes  Dash  of  pepper. 

Six  ingredients,  for  potatoes  in  Tomato  Sauce:  (Repeat): 

Wash,  pare,  and  cut  the  potatoes  into  slices  about  1/4  inch  thick.    Brown  the 
potatoes  and  onion  in  the  butter  about  twenty  minutes  and  sprinkle  with  the 
salt.    Add  the  tomatoes,  cover,  and  simmer  until  the  potatoes  are  tender.  The 
potato  thicKens  the  tomato  juice  so  tnat  no  otner  thickening  is  necessary. 

Check  the  menu,  please:  Eried  Oysters;  Potatoes  in  j-'omato  Sauce;  Cold  Slaw; 
Corn  bread;  and  Grapefruit  on  the  Half  Shell. 

Emmy  Lou  put  a  preserved  fig  in  the  center  of  each  grapefruit.     She  didn't 
have  quite  enough  figs  to  go  around,  so  she  used  two  or  three  dates,  to 
"piece  out . "
